DISCOSSES THE PLANETS HASTY RETURN/ 


OF BRITISH FLEET 
New Methods of Calculating 


the Temperatures of the 
Planets Explained 


CAMBRIDGE, Dec. 19.—New methods 


of calculating the temperatures of th'e 
planets were outlined by Prof. Donald 
H. Menzel of Princeton university In & 
paper submitted to the, American As- 
tronomical society today. He empha- 
sised the fact that the tentative re- 
sults readied by these methods were 
not final. 


"Whatever the amount of water va- 


por present In our atmosphere," he 
said, "the Indications are that the sur- 
face of the moon is definitely heated; 
probably when the sun is at the 
?.u- 


nlth the temperature reached must be 
well nhovc, that of boiling water and 
during 1 the long: night far below the 
rero of our thermometer. 


'The values for Venus and Mars are 


very dependent upon the water vapor 
and vtry little can be got from the 
observations. Both planets have an at- 
mosphere. Mars' being1 very thin and 
that of Venus resembling ours to 
A. 


certain extent. 
The results indicate 


that the atmosphere of Mars does lit- 
tle to shield the surface and that the 
temperature nt the equator during the 
day, may be as high as 20 or 25 de- 
grees. Centigrade

KA.W Indians not only have given th« 
woman th« right to vole. -but have ele- 
vated one of.thelr number to the high- 
est office In the tribe, that of elective 
chief. The woman [a Mrs. T/uoy Taylah 
Kads, now chief l^ucy to all her tribes- 
men, 


Chief Lucy Is the first head the Kaw 


Indiana have had since 1908 when Chief 
WashunK*- was frozen to death. She Is 
the wife of John K. Eads, a, whits 'man. 
The two with their children live on Uie 
new chief1* allotment, an Inheritance of 
800 acres. 
They are among the- few 


who have not disposed of. any of their 
property. 
They raise livestock of all 


kinds, are thrifty und tend their chil- 
dren to the whlto schools. 


"The best material for the Job," la 


the way the Indians describe Chief 
J^ucy. And John hlads, \vlio Is a cousin 
of Jamas Buchanan Eads, who built 
the Bads bridge across the Mississip- 
pi river at St. Louis, proudly takes his 
place. a« huiband of the chief. "She IK 
an excellent wife, a lino mother, the 
best nurse living und understands the 
needs of hor people," ho says. 


Lucy Tayiah with her brother, Km- 


metl, were adopted years ajfo by old 
Was hung a, who letl tho Kaw Indian 
from their lands In Kansa.a In 1873 to a 
new allo.Lm.cn t In Oklahoma territory, 
He *ent them to Hntkell institute afte* 
they had completed the tribal schools. 
More Lucy distinguished herself as a 
• ludent and became Interested In nurs- 
ing. 
After hor graduation from Ilas- 


Itull, sho went to New York city and 
became a graduate nurse. 
She re- 


ma med there several years and then 
returned to 
her 
own 
people. 
Her 


brother also lives In tho Kaw country, 
near tho little village oC Washungu 
named after the old tribal chief." 


The Kaivs, like many other Indians, 


have sold mid dissipated their holdings 
and, aro now reduced to poverty.

though their lands adjoin those of . the 
rich O^agOj and oil derricks can be 
seen rising tn' tho distance, the- Kaws 
havo reaped no mineral benefit DB yet- 
A number of tests havo gone down, but 
oil in j my Ing quantities have not been 
found. 


Chief Lriiuy lias announced that the 


principal task of her :id mi nitration 
will bo pressing a. cln.tm of her tribe 
against the government for 515,000,000, 
which the Kawu alleged Is due them as 
payment for lands they owned in Kan- 
Baa before, their migration to "the Okla- 
homa territory. Tho KO.WB declare the 
government offered them $1.25 an acre 
for (ho Innd, which was near Topeka, 
but iliiit they received only 10 cents 
an ucre.
